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On the busis of personal observation, one of the sources states that about 
June 1950 very extensive engineering work began on an airfield at Tanevezys, 
which up until that date had acconiouated propellor-driven fighters and twin- 
engine bombers, 


All around the existing field levelling and tree-cutting was done by locally 
recruited labor, including women and children. Inside the field the work 
was performed by some 2,000 laborers brought from hinsk, where they had also 

ven engaged in airfiela expansion. These laborers had ; reviously been 
brought from the Urale to Minsk. 


These imported laborers etated that the field at Fanevezys was the "largest in 
the Baltic." Large structures, including roofs, wer: being poured of concrete; 
and, since concrete aprons (sic; taxiways?) were being built to lead down to 
them,the laborers assumed that these were undersround hanrurs. As of May 1951 
"much" uprooting of trees and levelling had yet to be done, the runway ex- 
tensions were not yet foured, and the hangars were still incomplete. 


On the basis of common talk among the local inhabitants heard by two of the 
sources, the construction of a completely new airfield was started late in 
1949 west of Tanevezys, north of the railroad line, between Radviliskis and 
Seduva, and nearer to the latter. 


On the basis of occasional observation during travel, other fields in the Baltic 
known to scurces include: Siauliai, a training base where parechutine takes 
place; Kedainai; Telsiai; Ukmerge; ana Kaunas, a training base at which there are 
fighters anc twin-engine bombers, On hearsay tne sources know cf two fields 

at Vilnius, a large field at Riga, and a "huge" airbase at Kaliningrad, 
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
